P. Lytle, B. Z. Taylor, 3. B. Race, Frank- 
lin Priest, John B. Miller, 0. M. Dorfee, 
H. W. Bartholomew, It. B. Montgomery, 
F. M. Young, O. F. Spanlding, Charles 
Laux, B. L. Walston, F. W. Hainw, Fred 
K. Bartholomew, J Q Okjd and others. 


Mr. Vorhies was elected chairman and 


Mr. Montgomery was chosen secretary. 


The chairman stated the object of the 


meeting, and after a general talk as to the 
best plau to be pursued to ascertain how 
much money the business men and rail- 
road companies will Subscribe toward fit- 
ting up the grounds in proper shape, Mr. 
Ullrich's motion that the chairman and 
secretary select suitable canvassing com- 
mittees wan adopted. 


The general talk elicited the fact that 


it will take $17,000 to 820,000, to fit up 
the grounds to fill the requirements of 
the state board of agriculture, and suita- 
ble grounds with proper equipments are 
all the board desire. The railroad com- 
panies centering here will give a good 
proportion of the sum required, and 
townships outside ot Deoatnr will also 
contribute liberally.
